W Hereas the legal Supputztion of the Year 
of our Lord in that Part of Great- Britain 
called England , according to which the Year be- 
ginneth on the Twenty^ fifth Day of hath 

been found by Experience to be attended with di- 
vers Inconveniences, not only as it differs from 
tbrUfage of neighbouring Nations, but alfo from 
the legal Method of Computation in that Part of 
Great- Britain called Scotland, and from the com- 
mon Ufage throughout the whole Kingdom, 
whereby frequent Miftakes are occafioned in the 
Dates of Deeds, and other Writings, and Difputes 
arife therefrom : 

And whereas the Calendar now in Ufe through- 
out all His Majefty'i Briti/h Dominions, common- 
Jy called The Julian Calendar, hath been difeover- 
3 ! ed to be erroneous, by Meaps whereof the Vernal 
4 or Spring Equinox, which at the Time of the 
4'General Council of Nice , in the Year of our Lord 
5iThree Hundred and Twenty-five, happened on or 
6 about the Twenty-firft Day of March, now hap- 
7pen« on the ninth or tenth Diy of the fame Month; 
8jand thefaid Error is ftili encreafing, and. if not re- 
8.medisd, would, in Procefs of Time, occafxon the 
9Jeveral Equinoxes and Solifices to fall at very dif- 
10 fcrenl Times in the Civil Year from w hat .they 
iilformerly did, which might tend to miflead Per 
rz'fons ignorant of the Aid Alteration.
